The spread of the Dutch. Elm dis­ 
ease during the past year through­ 
out fhe norther^ states Wednesday 
occasioned a warning from officials 
of the Pennsylvania department of 
forests and waters. 
The Dutch Elm disease is char­ 
acterized by sudden wilting of the 
foliage. 
This may occur on all or 
part of the tree. 
The disease was 
introduced info this country {tom 
Europe where it has spread rapidly 
and killed thousands of elms dur­ 
ing the last decade. 
The destructiveness of the Dutch 
Elm disease on street and 
park 
trees can scarcely be over empha­ 
sized, according to reports of the 
plageu in Europe. Whereas only 
one tree was known to have the 
disease in England in 1927. 600 trees 
vme reported infected in 1928 and 
about 1,200 in 1929. 
With these and otner alarming 
reports 
received 
from 
adjacent 
states the discovery of the Dutch 
Elm disease in Pennsylvania would 
be cause for great concern among 
those who appreciate the aesthete* 
and practical value of the elm, offi­ 
cials said. 
No definite reports of 
the disease have thus far been re­ 
ceived in Pennsylvania, but persons 
who suspect the disease on their 
elms are asked to notify the depart­ 
ment of forests and waters at Har­ 
risburg and submit specimens of 
the infection. 
The sudden wilting of the leaves 
and tips of the new growth is the 
most striking symptom of the dis­ 
ease.
